Eduor of Pacific :—I have toacknowledge 
my indebtedness to some kind friend for a 
copy of the ipitial number of “The Pacific,” 
which has just reached me, and which I 
have read with deep interest. Itis an ex- 
cellent number—in all respects, editorially 
and typographically, well got up. Success 
to the enterprise. The hearts of all good 
men, and ofall well-wishers to California 
will rejoice to know thata paper of this 
character is published on the shores of the 
Pacific. If it can be sustained, the fact will 
speak volumes for the moral and religious 
character of California, and do much tore- 
move theopprobium cast upon her name by 
the sud catalogues of vice and crime which 
every mail brings to our knowledge. 

The truth is—and it will not hurt Cali- 
forvia to know it—that bad as she is in a 
moral point of view, the general opinion on 
the subject at the East is even worse than 
the reatity. It is difficult for men brought 
up in old and settled communities to appre- 
ciate the difficulties under which California 
labors. They do not understand why Laws 
and Courts there should not be as efficient 
as here. They cannot see how a self-con- 
stituted “ Vigilance Committee” can be any 
thing different trom a reckless and lawless 
mob—and why punishment for crime should 
be any more summary or severe on the 
Western than on the Eastern shore of the 
continent. Those who have been to Cali- 
fornia—as the number of such is quite 
large—can appreciate the circumstances in 
which you are placed, and are disposed tv 
judge charitably. There ismuch to be said 
in palliation ‘of the severe measures that 
have been adopted. But disintcrested per- 
sons are often the safest judges—especially 
when personal feclings and interests become 
enlisted. May it not be thatthe members 
of your “ Vigilance Coimmittee”—even the 
coolest ncn among you—will one day re- 
gret.some of the steps that have been ta- 
ken! Should they not have striven as far 
as possible to sustain the regular adminis- 
tration of justice, rather than take matters 
whoilty into their own hands? Will not a 
sad spirit of lawlossness be ultimately en- 
gendered, which will. become a greater and 
more lasting évil than the grievances which 
the committees were organized to remove!

‘men are chosen to office. [nh no country in 
the world are able and faithful office-holders 
"more needed than in California, and among 
‘such a heterogenous popula;ion, and such

Our wealth is not oyr own. We are only 
stewards. It always looks suspicious when 
a gentleman's steward becomes very rich, 
and dies affluent. Itiseven so with profes- 
sors of religion. [t would be better for their 
reputation ; it would be better for them to 
die comparatively poor; it would be better 
for their relations. A little honestly ob- 
tained as a legacy, would be better than a 
large accumulation embezzled trom God. 
Substance is intrusted to its recipients, for 
certain purposes plainly laid down in the 
Scriptures; and the providence of God is 
perpetually calling upon you for it.

Victory for Fifty Years. 
FROM 1800 To 1850. 

The Journal of Missions thus sums up 
the result of Missionary labor within the 
last fifty years. Surely such facts cannot 
fail to inspire the Christian with new energy 
in labors to evangelize the world. 

Iet us now briefly glance at some of the 
statistics of Protestant Missions, during the 
last fifty years, gathering our’ materials 
from the reports of all the Protestant Mis- 
sionary Sociectics in the world. The intro- 
ductory missionary labors of some of the 
English societies during the six or seven 
years preeeeding the war of, 1800, may with; 
great propricty be considered as belongin 
to the present century. Within this period, 
not far from two thousand missionaries 
have been sent forth to different heathen 
countries, and upwards of seven thousand 
native assistants have been employed in 
teaching and preaching the Gospel, about 
four thousand churches have been orgaa- 
ized, whose aggregate nuinbers amount to 
very nearly, or quite, two hundred and fifty 
thousand, and three thousand missionary 
schools have been established, embracin 
two hundred and fifty thousand children! 
And all this where, fifty years ago, there 
was not a single school, nora single coh- 
vert; nota single missionary or native as- 
sistant to be found. 

At the commencement of the present cen- 
tury, it is Computed that there were in the 
whole world about 4,000,000 copies of the 
Bible, wherews there are now more than 
30,000000!- Then, the Scriptures were pub- 
lished in less than titty languages; now they 
exist in nearly two hundred languages and 
dialects! Then they: were accessible in 
languages spoken by about 200,000,000 
ine; Now m tongues and dialects spoken 
bv 600,000,009 ! 

Fifty years ago, not a dollar was given 
through any of the channels reterred to in 
this review, expressly for the object of send- 
ing a living preacher to the heathen; now, 
considerably morc than twornillions of dol- 
lars is contributed aunually to the foreign 
missionary sucicties alone ' 

Within this same period whole islands 
and groups of islands, inhabited by the 
lowest savages, in the North and South Pd- 
cific, have been Christianized ; the work of 
illumination has begun in some of the dark- 
ust parts of Africa; China, with its teeming 
inilions, has been thrown open to our la- 
bors; India, throughout all its borders, has 

fully accessible, while in Turkey, 
where the government lately visited with 
instant death all apostates from the nation- 
al faith, the principle of religious liberty is 
now interwoven with the fundamental laws 
of the empire! 

The statistics above given, though afford- 
ing the most substantial and cheering proof 
of progress in the work of evangelizing the 
world, still,im their naked form, ‘give no 
adequate idea of what has wctually been 
accoimplished. Who can estimate the in- 
Huence of a re regenerated soul on the 
corrupt muss of heathenism around. And 
what must be the influence of two hundred 
and fifty thousand souls, animated with the 
love of Christ, scattered among millions of 
idoiaters! And then aguin, it is not only 
true that the providence of God has now 
secured to the Christian Church the way of 
access to most of the heathen nations of the 
world, but Christian knowledge has already 
been disseminated, prejudices have been 
extensively removed, and from almost all 
quarters, where missions have long been ¢s- 
tablished, we are assured that the heathen 
are much more earnest and intelligent list- 
ners to the word than they were ten, twen- 
ty, or thirty years ago. 


Senator Benton axp ruc Paciric Rau- 
roaD.—The Committee of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Pacific Railroad sent an in- 
vitation to Hon. Thomas H. Benton, who is 
naw in Washington,to be present at the first 
breaking of the ground tor that work. Mr. 
Benton, in his reply to this invitation, ad- 
vances several weighty reasons why this 
road should bé built by the national govern- 
ment to San Francisco, The central route 
he regards as the only national one. Wash- 
ington, St. Louis and San Francisco are‘ina 
line and that line is through the part and 
centre of the Union, and the eyes of the na- 
tional government shguld be fixed upon it. 
The adoption of the} Southern, or El Paso 
route to San Francisco, he considers is,con- 
demned by every national consideration, 
and should a branch be constructed to St. 
Louis he thinks it wonld be a favor lost as 
no man in Missouri would any more think 
of going by that route than of going, to 
Washington City by the way of East Flor. 
ida. The only obstacle to the central route 
is the Rocky Mountains, which, in fact, is. 
no obstacle at all, as the couetry rises grad- 
ually before their base is reached,and there 
are many passes between the head of the 
Del Norte and South Pass—between 38 and 
42 degrees—very prrcticable, and already 
inarked out by the buffulo trails. The moun- 
tain men can show thes. roads and passes 
in as little time as a horse can travel to 
them There is no difficulty, he says, in 
tinding a practicable pass ketween 38 and 
39 degrees,that is on a straight line between 
St. Louis and San Francisco. He has no 
doubt the ruad will be eventually made, if 
not by government, as it should be, it will 
be made in. piecemeal by companies and 
communities. But the goverument should 
take the whole upon itsclf, onmpeustns 
companies for. what they have done, 
make it a free road,save the repairs. The 
public lands have long becn considered a 

r fund for making national roads, and 
now that they are squandered by millions 
of acres in boundies, which go to speeula- 
tors, the only way to save them from spoli- 
ation is, to apply them in a mass to this 
and other national objecte. Al the 
i for getting the public lands 
Congress by individuals and 
jes, to make a railway to the Pacfic,

Universal Cleanliness. 

I have en of the cleanliness of the 
streets. is virtue is, I believe, a univer- 
sal characteristic, not of London alone, 
but of all England The indoor and out- 
door habits of the people are most irre- 
proachable in this respect.

House- 
keeping can hardly: be more neatly con- 
ducted in any part of England than in 
Massachusetts or New York. But all the 
environments of a country-house or farm, 
all such outside buildings as out-houses, 
sheds for cattle and cattle- yards, 
barns, and so on, are, in America, as the 
rule, dirty, neglected, slovenly, ruinous, in 
the comparison. The old rubbish that is 
suffered ~! accumulate about one-half of 
the New-England cou e8- 
pecially about the 
donw sheds, and roofless corn-barns, the 
old carts, wagons, chaises, and other car- 
riages of all sorts and names, the frag- 
weuts of old sleighs, old wheels, with tires 


off or on, piles of rotten boards, barrels, 
boxes and wheelbarrows, kept in such 
places, one must suppose on some principle 
of reverence of family antiquities, from 
year to year, and even from century to 
century, is a curtous feature in our 

society, and worth examining 
cause, where all else seems so well-or- 


date, a change for the better is quite ob 
servable ; as, also, in a more abundant use 
of whitewash, which, not many years ago, 
in Massachusetts, would be applied to ceil- 
ings and walls once in ten, twenty, 
years, and perhaps never.

black streaks in a few hours, for some un- 
fathomable reason the Englishman’s bo- 
soms and wrists maintain their stainless 
white. There are those, I am persuaded, 
from what may be observed at home, per- 
sons on whom a fly never lights, and a 
grain of dust never falls. It is the only 
way of accounting for their shirt collars. 
Insects and dust, as a general thing, abhor 
and shun the Englishman. .

It is 
their tendency to engage more and more 
the heart. and thus, by the tteres! ‘they 
create, to arrest the attention of the mind to 
clearer perceptions of their worth, their 
relations, and their result. 

Those which relate to the individual him- 
self are pecularly adapted, thoroughly 
practised, to enlarge the mind. 

Take, for instance, that of se/f-e.ramination. 
Though we may perhaps become more tnti- 
mately acquainted with our own spirits than 
with that of another, yet no task requires 
more close and direct applicatron of the 
mind than a careful observation of our own 
mental exercises. Particularly ts th dif- 
ficult when it bears upon our mera! feclings. 
We are naturally averse to an exposure of 
our faults, even those with which we are 
most fammhar. But to turn the cye mward, 
and from the hidden recesses of our hearts 
bring still others ofa deeper stam, and 
yet feel that after all wo have but just com- 
menced our discoveries, this is something 
at which the natural man revolts ; 
which, successfully to pertorm, will summon 
every enérgy we can command. And then 
to detect them, to trace them to their source, 
to follow them up, step by step,in their 
mfluence, to calculate upon the manner of 
their operations, and to provide against 
them, nay, more, to pursue them, intercept 
them, secure and slay them; this is an em- 
ployment worthy ofall his powers, no less 
than all his devotion. 

Aside from those duties which relate to 
himself, the same might be said of those 
that connect him with God and his tellow- 
men. In every acthe is but carrying out 
great principles, and accomplishing ends in 
which three worlds are interested. The 
plans he iscarrying into effect originated in 
infinite wisdom; and in their exccution lay 
hold on eternity. Every duty he performs 
is one step to their completion, and in that 
degree elevates him to a participation in 
the counselsof eternity, and in the dispen- 
sations of that benevolence that embraces 
the world. It is no mean employment in 
which the Christian is engaged. It is one 
that needs wisdom ; it isone that imparts it. 


It strengthens while it purifies—it enlarges | 


while it elevates. With those holy afflic- 
tions which are alike its life and its result, 
the mind asthe instrument. of their devel- 
opement, and the medium of their enjoy- 
ment and influence must be corresponding- 
ly enlarged. 

Thus is the entire nan affected, and the 
mtellectual, with the moral, fitted for the 
suciety and the felicities of Heaven. 

Religion presents tothe mind the bes? sub- 
jects for contemplation. They are elevated, 
intricate, imposing. They are simply sug- 
vested, and then dropped, enough only be- 
ing presented to infroduce the mind to their 
research,and impress it with their vastness. 
in their variety they appeal to its every prin- 
ciple, and in their solemnity press upon ‘the 
mind with a weight commensurate with 
then worth. They center in God, and form 
the impenetrable mysteries of his character, 
extend to all the relations he sustains its 
Creator, Governor, and Disposer. 

They relate to the Providence of God.the 

redemption through Christ. all the mysteries 
of his incarnation, as also the retribulions 
‘ofeternity. They are connected with earth. 
They are spread out on the plains of the 
invisible world. They gather interest at 
the judgment. and from the momentous 
scenes of the last day reach onward to the 
remotest future. They are inseparable 
from the glory of God, Faith the highest 
interests of the Universe, involve_the hopes 
and fears of a benighted world. 
“* Their morality purifies, giving the best di- 
rection to thought, elevating its standard 
and bringing forward to their highest per- 
tection the nobler faculties of the mind.

Atwill, the Board pro- 
ceeded to the election of a Superintendent 
of Common Schools: whereupon J. T. Nevins, 
Esq., wasunanimously elected. On motion, 

solved, That the Superintendent select 
four houses for the accommodation of the 
District Schools —one for District No. 1, 
(Happy ¥alley;) one for Districts Nos. 2 
and 3, (from Pine street to North Beach ;) 
one for District No. 4, (Spring Valley ;) and 
one for District No. 5, (the Mission;) ascer- 
tain the terms and cenditions on which such 
houses can be obtained and report to the 
Board at a future mecting. 

Resolved, That the Superintendent give 
public netice requesting persons who wish 
to engage as teachers to report themselves 
to him, with their testimonials. 

The Board adjourned, to meet again on 
the call of the Superintendent at the cham- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen. 


From this, it will appear that Col. T. J. 
Nevins, Was unanimously elected Superin- 
tendent of Schools for this city. 

We regard this appointinent as an excel- 
lent one, as well as due to the gentleman 
for the interest he has taken in common 
school education, since his residence among 
us, and the efforts he has made to introduce 
the present system of free schools. Very 
much of the success that has attended the 
matter so far, we believe to be due to him. 

Col. Nevins ts thoroughly conversant with 
the school systems as tound in the Atlantic 
States. His knowledge has been of a prac- 
tical nature, such as eminently qualifies him 
for his new position. He will enter it with 
a large experience, indumitable energy, and | 
greatenthusism.

Expedition to the Sandwich Islands 

We have been informed by a gentleman, 
tu whom overtures were made, that an ex- 
pedition is really on foot in this State for 
the subyersion of the present government of | 
“the Islands,” and the introduction of a 
new order of things there. 

One hundred men with large amounts of 
capital are to proceed thither at first, in a 
peaceable manner, in order to make the’ 
best investinents, aud lay the plans. Anoth- 
er hundred go, as a “ corps de reserve,” soon 
after. 

A steamer in duc tine will arrive with 
20,000 stand of arms—to be used either be- 
fore or after the revolution, and declaration 
of independence ; as shall seem to be ex- 
pedient. 

It is riot settled yet whether Hawaii shall 
be a State of the Union, or an independent 
Republic. It is supposed the King has been 
bribed, and will abdicate on the first show 
of revolytion. No scrious opposition is an- 
ticipated. 

The men who are at the bottom of all 
this are said to be shrewd and far-seeing, 
and are possessed of means and influence. 
Some of them are owners of large planta- 
tions of negroes, and it is one purpose of 
theirs, to plant the instit of slavery in 
that group of islands.

years. To be on board a steamer like: ‘thls 
cannot fail to remind an ‘ early settler” of 
days gone by. It is only two years since 
steamboats began to run betwen San Fran- 


Sacramento. Before that time the 


passage could only be made by means of 
sails and rowing, consuming at the shortest 
several days. 

Exactly two years ago, we had occasion 
to pass over this route. I deemed myself 
happy in as much as the little steamer Mint 
had made one passage, and was that morn- 
ing totry her second. Hastening down, at 
the hour of leaving, t6 the little projection 
built out into the bay, the only thimg then 
in existence resembling a wharf, I got into 
a boat and was rowed out tothe steamer. 
She was a little; top-heavy, shell shaped 
thing, fit for nothing but a “ tug,” but she 
had the trade all to herself. When all was 
ready, off she started, as proud as the proud- 
est, for no thing of sails could made much 
headway that cali morning. 

Onward we pushed our way, passing eve- 
rything we overtook. We made the passage 
in something less than 24 hours. Accom- 
modations on bourd were not the most 
ample. Stateroom she had none, or berths 
either, for there was notroom. Saloon she 
had, but forward was stowed her freight, 
midships was occupied by tbe engine, and 
aft. was the bar, in front of which was a 
promonade large enough for a dozen men to 
stand. 

Dinner, and supper were served at the 
bar, consisting of ham, bread and cheese— 
and breakfast,—I don’t remember whether 
we had any,—very likely we “slept over,” 
inasmuch as we reposcd comfortably on a 
spare dvor that had never swung on hinges, 
placed horizontally on stools in the saloon 
aforesaid. In this luxury we were privilged, 
as it possessed great advantages over the 
floor, which was in a damp and filthy con. 
dition. 

For all these accounnoda.ions we paid as 
fare only the modest sum of $60 for the 
trip, up and back! 

In the memory of those primitive days, 
one cannot fail to enjoy now the conveni- 
ence of our first class boats. In them travel 
becomes a luxury. Of this class, the * Con- 


fidence” deserves to be assigned to the first 
Her superiority in point of speed tor 
this navigation has been welltested and 
established. Her saloons are spacious, and 
well furnished, and the stateroom assigned 
to us was most elegant. She is well served, 
and abundantly vupplicd, aid her dinner 
this afternoon was without a fault. The 
Confidence is. fortunate in having a com- 
mandcr, whose good qualities, asan officer 
and gentleman are unsurpassed, The most 
popular boats in the Eastern States cannot 
produce his superior.

Wehave never 
before been on this boat; but we must say 
that we find her commander, Capt. Huteh- 
ins,a gantleman every way worthy his 
position. From experience we know very 
well that it is not all our boats that are 
eminent for having officers, distinguished 
for their bearing as gentlemen. but it is 
pleasant to see that when the public de- 
mand men in these responsible positions of 
good character, the supply is at hand.
